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Michigan Tests Labor

The walkout, stemming from 
a demand for a third rournJ of 
post-war wage increases, posed 
an immediate test of Michi- 
gan's new labor law. 


R i& estimated tbat the strike 
would cost the CIO United Auto 
Workers ISOOjOOO a day in wages and 
the ooxporatiOQ 5.000 cars and trucks 
» day. 


Tbe union sought a raise of 30 
cents an hour but cut that demand 
to 17 cents only 12 boors belare tbe 
strike. Chrysler'i best offer was six 
crats. The i»«-strike average was 
about $1.50 an iiour. 


The strikers were disciplined, quiet 
and effective.

Tbe Jews announced today their 
readiness to take over virtually de- 
serted an-Arab Jaffa as soon as 
Haganah ioecei can move in from- 
neighboring 1W Aviv—perhaps to- 
night 


With the deadline for the British 
yielding their Holy Land mandate 
a little more than 48 hours ¿way, 
these w«e other major Palestine 
dev^opments: 


1. Haganah, the Jewish army, 
stepped up its fighting pace in 
southern Palestine, reportedly in- 
vaded by Egyptian ^rolunteer troops. 
Haganah said it captured three Arab 
bastions between Tel Aviv and Gaza 
after night-lcHig battles in which 
60 Arabs and five Jews .were killed. 


2. Arab Infantry and artillery 
again closed the vital 'Jerusalem- 
Tel Aviv highway in a slashing 
counterattack which regained Beit 
Mahsir and placed the Arabs in 
contnrf. of the western end of Bab 
El Wad, the Gore 10 Omiles west of 
Jerusalem through which the high- 
way winds.

New Trade Policy 
Drafted To Permit 
Ebq)orts To Russia 


Washington, May 12—(JP)—Ameri- 
can sales to Russian-bloc nations 
may be boosted by a commerce de- 
partment '!taail order catalog" list- 
ing things they may buy from the 
United States, and under what 
terms. 


But weapons, ammunition and in- 
dustrial goods that might add to 
Rossia's war fiotential sUU wUl be 
banned, said officials who disclosed 
this new step today. Purchases will 
continue to be subject to licenses.' 


Listing of items that may be 
bought is expected to elmlnate much 
of the confusion that has existed 
since the clamp-down went into ef- 
fect March 1. 


Sales dropped sharply after that 
date. Pm* example, export licenses 
in March lar shipments of all goods 
to Eastern Europe totalled only 
$5,500,000 with Russia getting about 
$524,000. 


Last year shliHnepts to Eastern 
Europe averaged almost $40,000,000 
a month. Russia alone boiight an 
average of $12,400.000 monthly. 


The list is expected to be publish- 
ed soon in a new toade policy state- 
ment being worked up by Charles 
Sawyer, new secretary of Commerce.

Princess Juliana will become re- 
gent for the second time within, a 
year in a simple ceremony Friday 
in the second chamber of the Dutch 
Parliament. 


On Aug. 30 Queen Wilhelmina wUl 
reascend the throne for a week's 
comm^oration of her 50 years of 
rule, and then retire. 


Queen Wilhelmina will be 8S on 
Aug. 31. She ascended the throne 
on Sept. 6. 1898, five days after 
reaching the required age of 18. She 
succeeded her fatho-, King* William 
m , on Nov. 23, 1890 when she was 
10 years old. Her mother. Queen 
Emma, ruled as regent until the 
coronation. 


Last Oct. 14 the queen turned 
over her royal functions to Prin- 
cess Juliana as regent because of 
need for a rest. She resjssumed her 
role on Dee. 1 after six weeks.

He absolved the United States of 
any suspicion of carrying on secret 
diplomacy behind the backs of 
Britain and her western allies, say- 
ing the United States had only 
undertaken a "normal" exchange of 
views in Moscow. 


He added that "the evidence all 
goes to show that the people of the 
world want peace" and "it is only 
the Communists who stand in the 
way."

Bevin's remarks were not at once 
reflected in France where there still 
seemed to be hope that there act- 
ually will be some kind of con- 
ference between Russia and the 
United States.

New Farm Program

The Senate W a r Investigating (Brewster) Committee isn't 
raking 
as many front page headlines with its current investi 
jation as it did with the Howard Hughes probe, but this one 
night prove to be more productive. 


The committee says that the four big American oil firms 
that own the Arabian-American Oil Company (Aramco) over 
charged the government from $20,000,000 to $38,000,000 on 
sales to the Navy between 1942 and 1947. This happened 
when Aramco set the price of oil at $1.05 a barrel after prom- 
ising to sell to the Navy at 4 0 cents a barrel. 


The committee's story, bolstered By documented evidence, 
recalls the panicky and almost forgotten doys when Rommel 
and his Nazis were rolling on to Cairo with little prospect of 
being stopped. King Ibn Saud started playing hard to get about 
that time. So the oil companies, which were trying to get oil 
concessions from him, came to the government for help. 


The government, says the Brewster Committee, responded 
with almost $100,000,000 of the taxpayers' money for the 
Saudi-Arabian monarch. In return, the Navy was to get oil at 
the 40-cent price. But after Rommel was driven back, the 
price went up to $1.05. 


Further, the committee charges, oil company represent- 
atives held governmeqt positions—one was an assistant to the 
undersecretary of state—all during these oil negotiations, and 
gave their employers advance tips on every State Department 
move. A t the same time the government didn't know what the 
oil companies were doing and, in spite of all the millions given 
in assistance, was allowed to have no control over the com- 
panies' policies. 


The Navy has defended the oil purchases by saying that 
while it did pay $1.05 a barrel instead of 4 0 cents, the price 
was still 79 cents less than it would have had to pay at home 
or in the Dutch West Indies. So Aramco officials say their com- 
pany really saved the Navy $26,500,000. They also soy that 
Aramco gave Ibn Saud $16,000,000 while the government only 
gave him $18,000,000 in "direct lend-lease." 


The committee comes back with the statement that 
Aramco presumably would repay itself these advances out of 
profits, while the lend-lease money is unrecoverable. 
It also 
charges that the parent company has set up foreign sub- 
sidiaries, with profits of more than $100,000,000, which aren't 
paying taxes to the United States. 


Wherever the truth may lie in all these charges and 
counter-charges, it certainly is worth looking for. A n d it seerfis 
to us that it took a certain amount of courage in a Republican- 
controlled Senate committee to start this investigation of "big 
business" at a time when their party is passing the hat for 
presidential campaign funds. 


(We say a certain amount of courage, because if the 
Democrats had started yelling for action in this matter and 
action hadn't been forthcoming, rome Republican candidates 
would have felt the taxpayers' reaction at the polls.) 


So as things stand now, it looks as if the taxpayers might 
be the Ipsers in this Aramco deal. But-there is no question of 
whom the winner was. It was old Ibn Saud, the threadbare, bat- 
tle-scarred sheik who pulled one of the smartest one-man 
shakedowns in history to moke himself a multi-millionaire.

The rebulldiag of lives aa4 homes 
as the result of IS major disasters 
in 4S pidwest counties during March 
and April has to date, accounted for 
over one-half million dollars in Am- 
erisaa Red Cross funds aqd the ser- 
vices f t SS oa-the-spot national 
workers, according to a report re- 
euved by W. H. KurU, disaster 
chairman of the local Bed Gross 
eh*ptef. 


Mr. Kurta paid the report shows 
tfcat ?7 person^ died and 968 wen 
injured in floods, tornadoes, explo- 
sions, and fires that occurred in the 
seven-week period begiqging wiith 
the Centralia, Plinois, explosion of 
liarch }8 and epdiag with the fifay 
toniadoes at Ifef^nn^F, Te$as, 
and Tlshominge, Oklahoma.

>eea eo^niitted fur thi rehabilita- 
of disaster viethps so far, the 
total will ho several times that 
amount, the disaster chairman said, 
most of it going far building and 
repair of homes for families whom 
disasters leave without enough re- 
serves to rebuild their own dwell- 
ings- 


Highest commitments to date are 
in the seven Illinois and three Mis- 
souri counties struck by floods and 
tornadoes in mid-March. In Bunker' 
pill and Gillespie, 111., devastated by 
tornado March If, there still remain 
3fi persons with serious and long- 
term storm Injuries whose medical 
financing the Red Cross has wider- 
taken as part of it* rebuilding job. 
Many of the 295 injured in the tor- 
nado area suffered fractured spines, 
craeked pelvises, and fractured hips. 
To date, the organization has com- 
mitted $379,575.56 in the tornado 
area where the work of rebuilding 
and repairing scores of homes is well 
under way.

The state took ki 35i cents of its tax 
dollar from the two per cent sales 
tax in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1947. 


Receipts from this source totaled 
$130,945,578, the state finance de- 
partment said today. 


The next biggest chunk of money 
came from federal aid tor old age 
pensions, and to dependent children, 
highways and blind pensions. Grants 
for these purposes amounted to $60,- 
104,584 and made up 151 cents of the 
state dollar. 


The three cents a gallon motor 
fuel tax accounted for 121 cents, 
with collections aggregating $49,996,- 
265. 


A 
breakdown 
of 
expenditures 


showed 341 cents for old pensions, 
upkeep of state mental hospitals and 
other welfare costs. That added up 
to $134,284,438. 


The state spent 161 cents of each 
revenue dollar for roads and 17 oents 
on common sohools and higher edu- 
cation, including the University of 
Illinois and teachers colleges.
